It 1* a na- 
tions I lantltnnrlc whose pnllrtaded walls 
symbolic the American frontier and 
its name *un<ls as a monument to the 
memory of Daniel Jioon*, th* one 
great American pioneer. Brief as was 
Its existence, there tin* few funs with 
a wore romantic history.

North Carolina l*nd speculator, sent

several skirmishes • with hostile In- I 
dlans, he reaclit'd his goal April 1, and 
on April 29 l)t>£nu building a fort. 


Since Booiiet<bar<mgh was typical of 


all frontier foris. It la worthy of de- 
scription. At each of the four corners 
was a two-atnry blockhouse, A Mrlea 


I af little cabins placed close together. 
' with their roofs sloping Inward, wai 
' built nlong the sides, and the space In 


between these cabins was niled up with 
palisades. There were heavy gates in 
front and back and the whole fort In- 
closed a space 260 feet long and 150 
feet wide. 
The walla, which were 


about twelve feet high, were ioopboled 
for rifle fir*, and there was hardly a 
nail or piece of Iron 'In It.

Prom the date of Its establishment 


j there was always something thrilling 


taking place. In July, 1770, occurred 
the capture of the Bonne and Callaway 
girls a 3d their romantic rescue soon 
afterward*. The neit year the Indians 
attacked Boonesborough and Simon 
Kcnton made his famatis rescue of 
Daniel Boone. In September of that
